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LIBRARY BUILDING 


No. 7 of the ‘useful reference series’’ was published 
in June and has met with a most favorable reception 
from librarians all over the country. The title, “How 
to Plan a Library Building for Library Work,” 
explains the primary purpose of the book, but fails to 
show ‘how very useful the work will be in libraries 
already planned and in use. There is hardly a year 
when some change or addition is not made in a library 
building,—a rearrangement of cases, or tables; a 
different grouping of the various activities which 
libraries great and small are constantly assuming; 
the installation of art loan exhibitions, of pay col- 
lections of fiction; the opening of hitherto restricted 
parts of the shelves to free access, —one could name 
many probable changes that are needed in almost 
every library. As the number of books increases 
there is an ever troublesome and more troublesome 
problem of where to find room to shelve them. As 
the staff increases, provision for rest and lunch rooms, 
for extra locker space must be made. Mr. Soule, 
who for years has made a special study of library 
buildings, is probably the best qualified person to 
suggest the best ways of solving such problems, and 
he has been called as adviser by many librarians or 
committees. ‘How to Plan a Library Building for 
Library Work”’ fully covers all such details. It will 
be found most helpful in every library. The com- 
mittee entrusted with any changes or repairs will 
welcome this as a guide and money-saver.

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SOME LATIN ABBREVIATIONS AND TERMS OCCASIONALLY USED IN 
BOOK CATALOGS AND BIBLIOGRAPHIES 


By FRANK KELLER WALTER 


This list supplements the brief one in Abbreviations 
and Technical Terms Used in Book Catalogs and in 
Bibliographies (Boston Book Co., 1912). Like its 
predecessor, it is confined to abbreviations and terms 
used in the descriptions of books and again like its 
predecessor, it includes such expressions as actually 
are used, irrespective of their consistency or philo- 
logical propriety. The number of Latin terms which 
the beginner will find in the ordinary trade and 
national bibliographies and in current catalogs of 
modern books is relatively small. The cataloger, 
order clerk, or reference assistant whose work lies, 
even occasionally, with books, prints or manuscripts of 
the 18th century or earlier, will find a different state 
of affairs. Since Latin was the universal language 
of the educated man, the earlier general bibliographies 
and catalogs of libraries were usually written in Latin 
and a profusion of Latin terms was used in the cata- 
logs of booksellers. Even as late as 1838, Hain felt 
it advisable to use Latin throughout in his Reper- 
torium Bibliographicum. Unfortunately, there was lit- 
tle or no agreement as to exact connotation of terms or 
as to form of abbreviation, and in many cases the con- 
text offers little or no help. The same is true even 
today of many continental booksellers, some of 
whom take their entries directly or at second-hand 
from bibliographers like Hain or Bauer, while some 
strike out boldly into systems of abbreviations of 
their own. Both in the old and in modern bibliog- 
raphies the meanings as well as the spellings are post- 
classical and in many cases, not to be found in even 
the standard Latin dictionaries. The desire to avoid 
monotony by the use of synonyms of doubtful accu- 
racy and expressions of only slightly different mean- 
ings adds to the confusion, and with the growing 
disuse of Latin even among college students, many 
entries which the college man of two or three decades 
ago would have found quite plain, are almost or 
quite unintelligible to many library assistants of the 
present. 

There is no attempt at completeness in this rough 
list and many terms have been included which may 
seem unnecessary to the connoisseur while others 
have been excluded which may now and then con- 
front one in unexpected places. This has been un- 
avoidable since there could be no completeness short 
of a formal technical dictionary and the selection has 
been made to depend onactual difficulties likely to be 
met. Hain, as the source of many later works and of 
thousands of fugative entries and references, has re- 
ceived rather more attention than many of the others 
and it is hoped that a fairly full list of terms frequently 
used by that indefatigable, though inconsistent, bib- 
liographer has been included. Many terms and 
abbreviations in books used in the former list like 
Cim, Kleemeier, Power, Rouveyre, though previously 
excluded as of little use in a beginner’s list have been 
inserted here. 

Three cautions are necessary in the use of any list 
like this (1) There is no consistent principle followed 
in many bibliographies and thous p. may be the 
usual abbreviation for pagina, one is quite as likely 
to find pag. used in the same work. (2) The plural 
of nouns is usually formed by doubling the final 
letter of the abbreviation, e.g., 

p. Page; pp. Pages.

(3) The same abbreviation is often used indis- 
criminately for both singular and plural. e.g., s. for 
both signatura and signature as in Hain. 

It is impracticable to list here all the books con- 
sulted.

AUGUST STRINDBERG. 


August Strindberg (born January 22, 1849, died 
May 14, 1912) celebrated his sixty-third anniversary in 
1912, and was presented, by native admirers, with a 
fund raised by nationalsubscription. The occasion was 
celebrated in the United States by the Swedish popula- 
tion, notably at Chicago, with the production of Strind- 
berg’s most famous historical play, ‘“Gustavus Vasa." 

Strindberg is international in fame, ranking as one of 
the great Scandinavian trio, of which Ibsen and Bjérnson 
constitute the remaining figures. His output has been 
immense, including fifty-five dramatic works, together 
with a large number of novels, short stories, essays, 
autobiographical, literary and philosophical, historical 
and even scientific studies, etc. For the rights to pub- 
lish the definitive edition of his works in more than fifty 
volumes, now preparing at Stockholm, the publishers 
paid Strindberg about $55,000. With the certain widen- 
ing of his fame, since his death, many translations into 
English may now be anticipated.
